| oUR INCREASING IMPORTS, 
The New York Bulletin draws the following 
from a study of the 
official report of imports by the United States 

in the month of February last. It ind 

that the great body of increase in imports 
due either to the larger demands in this coun- 
try for consumption of sugar and articles of 
voluntary use, to the greater demand for ma- 
terials to be used in manufacture, or to the 
noteworthy advance in prices of some impor- 
tant commodities, It does not appear to in- 
dicate greatly increased competition with do- 
mestic manufactures, or a decrease in their 
ability to sustain themselves in *such competi- 
tion, both of which have been widely feared. | 
The greater part of the $14,000,000 increase 
for February was in articles admitted free of 


| duty, and consequently not competing with 


prodacts of home manufactures. The aggre- 
gate of dutiable imports was $2,000,000 greater 
than for the same month last year, bat nearly 
the whole of this increase was in a few arti- 
cies. Those of wooleh goods were actually 
smaller, and so were those of manufactures of 
iron, including tinplates. There is a small in, 


grease ($400,000) in manufactures of cotton, 


mostly ip bleached géods and laces, and 4 
decrease in glass and glassware. Silk manu- 
factyres show an important increase of 
$700,000, or more than 20 per cont; but at the 
same time the domestic manufacture has 
greatly increased, the demands of fashion hav- 

mg changed. There was an increase of 
$100,000 each in gloves,’ skins for the produc- 
tron of morocco, and manufactures of other 
metals than iron, while the increase in dutiable 
chemicals was but $200,000. The other most 
noticeable increases in dutiable articles were 
$400,000 in precious stones, $300,000 in pota- - 
rice. 

This tres of was in 
large part due to the enormous gain of $3,500,- 
000 in sugar, which was not a consequence of 
higher prices for the article, But the increases 
of $2,300,000 in value of coffee, $2,000,000 in 
rubber, and of $1,500,000. in raw silk were 
mostly because of advanced prices, that in , 
coffee being altogether s0; the - number of 
pounds imported was less than for February, 
1892. The other changes of considerable im- 
portance were the increase of $400,000 in text- 
ile grasses, $400,000 in indigo, $350,000 in sil- 
ver ore, $300,000 in gums, and nearly $200,000 
im manufactured cotton, The advance in prices 
which has caused a material part of the increase 
in the value of imports is found in such. arti- 
cles qs coffee, rubber, and silk, which are not 
produced in this country . and the prices of 
which are controlled by "apart. 
from the American deniand. . 

This exhibit inact ab would 
be one indicating that our domestic manu- 
factures are being supplanted at home by 
those of other nations. That will come when 
the Democratic tariff bill is ia force. But the 
fact remains that a portion of the balance 
against us is due to the purchase of luxuries, 
and that the whole of the balance has to be 
paid somehow. The great trouble is that 
when paid in money word meaning coin 
or bullion—the foreigners do not take from 
us silver, of which we have more than we

GOST OF FIRE INSURANCE. 
“The Inspection ts neparted to 
have advanced fire insurance rates in Des 


| Moines 20 percent, The alleged cause is the 


inadequacy of protection from fire on the part 
of the water-works of that city. Of course the 
business-men who are expected to pay the 
higher rates are protesting, and some of them 
have given notice of an intention to form a 
mutual insurance company, wholly within 
Des Moines. .This looks well. But it might. 
be advisable for tlhe indignant ones to ask 
themselves if they think that real protection 
from fire is worth what it costs, and then look 
at the experience of Chicago a little more 
than twenty yearsago. There had been acraze 
for home insurance companies, The people 
had been appealed to to patfonize home insti- 
tutions, and in many eases they followed the 
advice, The consequence was that immedi- 
ately after the big fire of October, 1871, they 
found they had been leaning on a broken reed. 
So many of the stockholders were heavy losers 
by the disaster that it was impossible for 
them to pay the lossés suffered by others, and 
the much-vaunted home companies wore in a 
state of, hopeless collapse. Asa consequence 
the people of this city concluded that the best | 
protection against losses by fire, other things 
being equal, is furnished by outside compa- 
nies, they being less liable than home insti- 
tutions to be crippled just at the time when 
called upon to redeem 
holders. 

It is said the old rates were higher in Dee. 


| Moines than in other Western cities, and for 


this reason the advance now ordered is unfair. 
Perhaps so, But on general principles it must 
be conceded that either the average of rates 
all over the country is teoolow or the com- 
panies transact the business at greater expense 
to the stockholders than is necessary. The 
fact is they have been losing money, 
which means that the protection’ they afford 
to insurers is reduced, or, at least, threatened 
with reduction. For fire imsurance is a 
business which is. done im the’ hope of 
profit, and not likely to be continued by 
companies which it is worth while tu patron- 
ize if it steadily result in such losses as have 


been suffered during the last two or three 


years,

ANOTHER RAILROAD DECISION. 
‘The Gentral Railroad of Georgia is in the 
hands of a receiver. Prior to his taking charge 
of the road its officers had made a contract 
with the representatives of the Brotherhuod of 
Lecomotive Engineers fixing the pay, etc., of 
the members of that organization who worked 
for the road. The receiver declined to carry 
out that contract, doubting the propriety and 
policy of agreements of any kind between the 
officers of railway corporations and the repre- 
sentatives of railway organizations. He 
thought the officers should deal with their em- 
ployés as individuals only. The brotherhood 
took the matter before Judgdé Spear of the 
United States District Court for the Southern 
District of Georgia, by whom the receiver was 
appointed, and asked that he be ordered to 
carry out the contract, The Judge so ordered, 
at the same time stating that employment as 
_engineers was not limited to persons who were 
members of the brotherhood. ‘ 

In considering this question the Judge was 
confronted with the rule of the brotherhood 
forbidding engineers under certain’ circum 
stances to handle freight tendered by a road 
with which the organization hada disagree 
ment. He aid not hesitate to speak of it, as 
other Federal Judges have done, as being “in 
direct and positive violation of the laws of the 
land.” It was, he said, “plainly a rule in 
restraint of trade or commerce as described in 
the Sherman anti-trust law.” He sajd further 
that he did not doubt the members of the or- 
ganization would “ immediately receds from 
the unlawful and most dangerous attitude in 
which this rule has piaced them.’’ While the 
receiver was instructed to. carry out the exist- 
ing contract, as asked by the officers of the la- 
bor organization, yet it was with the distinct 
understanding that the latter were anxious 
and willing to take the direction of the court 
regarding this rule and all other paints. 
Judge Spear said further: 


While any engincer may at any time exérciso

In case of any issue 
with the management in which the brotherhood 
or its members are and the members in 
the employ of the receiver shall desire to leave 
his service in a body or otherwise in such manner 
as may in any way impede the operations of the 
road they will be required te do -so upon such 
terms and conditions as ig think 
prover for the protection of property and the 
maintenance of justice and fair play to all con-
